G.S.R. 635 (£):—’Whereas certain draft rules 

further to amend the Rice-Milling Industry (Regula¬ 
tion and Licensing) Rules, 1959, were published as 
required by sub-section (1) of section 22 of the Rice- 
Milling Industry (Regulation) Act, 1958 (21 of 1958) 
in the Gazette of India. Part II, Section 3, sub-section 
(i), dated 22nd February, 1985, under the notifica¬ 
tion of the Government of India in the Ministry of 
Food and Civil Supplies (Department of Food), No. 
G.S.R. 100 (E), dated the 22nd February, 1985, 

inviting objections and suggestions from all persons 
likely to bo affected thereby before the expiry of a 
period of forty-five days from the date on which the 
copies of the Official Gazette in which the said noti¬ 
fication was published were made available to the 
public ; 

And whereas the said Gazette was made available 
to the public on 4th March, 1985 ; 

And whereas the objections and suggestions received 
from the public have been considered by the central 
Government; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred 
by section 22 of the said Act, the Central Government 
hereby makes the following rules further to amend the 
Rice Milling Industry (Regulation and Licensing) 
Rules, 1959, namely ■—• 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Rice-Milling 
Industry (Regulation and Licensing) Amendment 
Rules, ‘1985. 

(2) These shall come into force at once. 

2. In the Rice-Milling Industry (Regulation and 
Licensing) Rules 195'9, in the Schedule, for condi¬ 
tion (3D), the following shall be substituted, 
namely— 

“(3D9 The licensee holding a valid licence prior to 
tlie coming into force of the Rice-Milling Industry 
(Regulation and Licensing) Amendment Rules, 1976, 
shall ensure that within a period of three years from 
the date of Order imposing the conditions hereinafter 
specified or in exceptional cases within such further 
period or periods the total or which shall not exceed 
two years as may be specified from lime to time in 
this behalf by the Licensing Officer- 

fa) where the rice mill consists of more than 
one fuller,—- 

(i) he shall not utilise the huller for dehus- 
king paddy, but utilise it only for polo- 
shlng rice, and 
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(ii) he shall instal either a rubber roll shcller 
or a centrifugal dehusker with paddy 
cleaner and paddy separator; 

(b) where the rice mill is a combined shcller 
cum-huller type,— 

(i) he shall not utilise the huller for dehus- 
king paddy but utilise it only for polishing 
of rice, and

The Rice-Milling Industry (Regulation and Licens¬ 
ing) Rules, 1959, were published under the Notifica¬ 
tion of the Government of India in the erstwhile 
Ministry of Food and Agriculture (Department of 
Food), No. G.S.R. 510, dated the 22nd April, 
1959 These rules have been amended from time to 
time by notifications No., 


(ii) he shall instal a rubber roll sheller with 
paddy cleaner and paddy separator; and 

(c) where the rico mill is a sheller type, he shall 
replace the under-runner sheller by machi¬ 
nery consisting of a rubber roller with paddy 
cleaner and paddy separator : 

Provided further that in the case of a rice mill other 
than single huller licensed prior to the 1st May, 1970, 
the Licensing Officer may, for sufficient reasons to be 
recorded in writing, further extend the said period by 
another ten years and three months; 

Provided further that in the case of a rice mill other 
than single huller licensed between the 1st May, 1970 
and the 30th April, 1975, the Licensing Officer may, 
for sufficient reasons to be recorded in writing, further 
a extend the said period by such period as he may 
consider justified, beyond the date of expiry of the 
period of five years but such further extension shall 
not go heyond 31st July, 1985.
